The Remon/trance, being preſented to 
the Houſe of Commons by Col. Ewer and other of- 
ficers, occaſioned a long and high debate; ſome 
members inveighing ſharply againſt the inſolence of 
it; others palliating and excuſing the matters in it, 
which ſome did not ſcruple to juſtify ; while moſt 
were” ſilent, becauſe it came from the Army, and 
| feared, that the like would be done by them, of what 
had been formerly. At laſt the debate was adjourned 
to the 3oth of November, when the queſtion being 
put, whether the Remonfirance ſhould be taken into 
| ſpeedy conſideration, it was by ninety voices reſolved 
in the negative.  #hitelocke, p. 355 and 357.
